thiosulfates, cyanides, thiophosphates, arsenites, phosphines, phenols, betaines, 
lithium aluminumhydride, aluminum chloride, guanidine hydrochloride, stannous 
chloride, hydroxylamine, and LiHB(C2H5)3,

modifying agent comprises a reducing agent which d ecreases the viscosity of the 
feces.
